After more than a 
century of apathy and neglect, the state 
is embarked upon an action program 
which should pay great dividends from 
the standpoints of humanity and eco- 
nomics. 

The announcement yesterday by Dr. 
T. F. Sellers that Dr. Irville Herbert 
MacKinnon, chairman of the department 


of psychiatry at Columbia University” 


College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
New York, had accepted the post of 
superintendent at Milledgeville State 
Hospital is great news. 

For the first time in the institution’s 
history a man fully qualified, experi- 
enced and trained in problems of mental 
illness will be responsible for running 
the second largest mental hospital in the 
world. His education, his background, 
his experience in administration and his 
record in training psychiatrists and psy- 
chiatric personnel fit him to accept the 
greatest challenge of his career. 

Gov. Vandiver, who will visit the in- 
stitution today along with members of 
the General Assembly, personally ap- 
proves the selection. He acknowledges 
and is grateful to Dr. MacKinnon for 
accepting this personal and professional 
challenge. 

Coming to Georgia at a time when 
the state apparently is determined to 
correct past mistakes and to change its 
whole attitude toward care and treat- 
ment of the mentally ill, Dr. MacKin- 
non will have a challenging opportunity.

While mistakes of more than a century 
cannot be corrected overnight, evidences 
of progress are encouraging indeed. If 
continued, Milledgeville State Hospital 
and Georgia’s mental health program can 
become matters of pride instead of shame 
to the state.

Ike Speaks of Country, 
Not Special Interests 


President Eisenhower in his Wednes- 
day press conference made two gentle, 
quiet statements which are typical of 
his approach to major problems. 

Without mentioning schools, the 
President said he believes racial segrega- 
tion is morally wrong when it inter- 
feres with equality of opportunity. He ex- 
plained he was referring to equality of 
opportunity in affairs controlled by gov- 
ernment and in the economic and po- 
litical fields. 

Here again is the man of good wil] 
stating a personal opinion. We take it 
that even the most violent segregationist 
will be unable to offer any honest objec- 
tion to this conclusion. 

The President struck out, also mildly, 
at management and labor in Big Steel, 
Saying it is a pity we cannot all proceed 
on what is best for the country and not 
on the basis of specific interests. This is 
the sort of statement which causes many 
persons to assert the President is naive. 
On the face of it, it seems so. But let none 
fail to see this is the same man who will 
if the need occurs impose federal controls 
and use the great powers of his office to 
execute executive decrees. The more 
economically rapacious elements in the 
United States are eager to have a steei 
Wage increase so as to have a cover for 
even larger price boosts. This he knows. 

This is, as has been repeatedly pointed 
out since the steel negotiation began, a 
critical period. The Federal Reserve Bank 
and Treasury both are seeking to pre- 
vent inflation. If Big Steel and the steel 
unions are determined to have it, they 
will sow the wind and we will all reap 
the whirlwind. This is a period of crisis, 
too, for the free competitive system. If 
it does loose the winds of inflation it will 
never again be as free as it now is. 

If the President is naive it is because 
he persists in believing that other people 
have the same feeling about their country 
as does he. This, unhappily, is not true. 

The steel discussions continue, unless 
a settlement is reached, to midnight of 
July 14. If there is no settlement, we 
earnestly recommend the President will 
throw the full weight of the federal gov- 
ernment into an effort to impose con- 
trols and ask the Congress for further 
authority to tighten them.

Rehabilitation Cash| 


Stirs Disagreement + :

The Board of Regents Wednes- 
day approved a half million dol- 
lar “rehabilitation” program to 
keep physical facilities at the 
state’s colleges in good repair 
during the coming term. 


But in the background there 
appeared to be a question of how 
much “rehabilitation’’ is needed. 


L. R. Siebert, the Regents’ 
executive secretary,*said the $500,- 
000 earmarked Wednesday is 
about half what the rehabilitation 
program has cost every year up 
to now. The savings, he said, may 
be credited to the “reasonably 
good condition’ of the facilities, 
rather than to any deliberate 
economy drive on the part of the 
regents. 


CITED ‘CRITICAL NEEDS’ 


But J. H. Dewberry, director 
of plant and business operations 
for the regents, had given the 
board a report dated Tuesday in 
which he talked about “critical 
needs.” 


He indicated a need of $4,289,050 
for rehabilitation. 


His report contained a list of 
completed and partially completed 
maintenance projects for 1959-60 
with a price tag of $485,900. He 
requested that the remaining $14,- 
100 of a fund projected for the 
purpose “‘be used as required on 
projects in progress.” 


Then he added: 


“If additional funds, in addition 
to the $500,000, can be made 
available it will greatly assist in 
meeting some of the more critical 
needs that presently exist.” 


SETS OVERALL COST 


Cost of overall needs of the 
University System add up to 
$4,289,050, he said. 


But the board, in its formal 
open meeting, gave cut-and-dried 
approval only to the $500,000 ex- 
penditure. There was no discus- 
sion of Dewberry’s report.

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) Baptist Church, itself located in 
the 1300 block of Stewart. 


After the meeting, Alderman 
Charlie Leftwich said he doubted 
if the protest came in time. Once 
a license is issued, he said, it 
‘cannot be revoked except for 
‘cause. “I just wish one-fifth of 
ithe people here had protested he- 
fore the license was issued,”’ he 
said. “Then they would never 
have had to have this meeting.” 


| Letwich, in whose ward the fight 
is developing, said the best hope 
for the protesting group lay in’ 
| getting the bowling center to sim- 

ply refuse to use the license. That 


is, not open a bar after all. 


| A. C. Castleberry, chairman of

Castleberry gave the 2,000 south- 
siders a chronological narrative of 
the events leading up to the con- 
flict.

One guest speaker, the Rev. Wil- 
liam Rittenhouse of the Sylvan 
Hills Baptist Church, likened the 
coupling of a bar and bowling cen- 
ter to a “‘cgncerous growth to a 
healthy pasttime.”

Court Waits 
Briets on 
Air Station 


By HAROLD MARTIN JR. 

Judge Thomas J. Brown said 
Wednesday he would withhold his 
ruling in the long Southern Air- 
ways-DeKalb County battle over 
the old Naval Air Station until 
attorneys have filed their briefs. 


A dispute has been raging since 
1955 between Southern Airways 
and DeKalb County when the 
county commissioners passed a 
resolution declaring the airline's 
lease, made in 1940, was ‘“‘null 
and void.” 


Southern Airways says it was 
supposed to take over the sta- 
tion, which is near Chamblee, 
after the Navy vacated it. After 
declaring the lease invalid, the 
county rented two hangars to 
Executive Aviaticoh of Atlanta, 
Inc. which Southern contends it 
had no right to do. 


Southern signed a lease in 1943 
which allowed it to rent the 325 
acres of land for $550 a month 
for 15 years, after the Navy left. 


County Attorney George P. Dil- 
lard said the county contends the 
lease is invalid because it is 
vague and indefinite and violates 
the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938. 
The act states that, “‘There shall 
be no exclusive right for the use 
of any landing area or air navi- 
gation facility upon which Federal 
funds have been expended.” 


Southern Airway’s attorney, R. 
Emerson Gardner, said the air- 
line claims there is no violation 
of the CAA act and that the lease 
has several clauses which prevent 
it from violation. 


After the county had declared 
the lease invalid, Southern Air- 
ways sought a writ of mandamus 
to require the county commis- 
sioners to record the lease in the 
county minutes. The writ was 
granted by the Georgia Supreme 
Court in 1957. Thus Southern Air- 
ways feels it has legal claim to 
the airport under the terms of the 
lease. 


In Wednesday’s court action, 
DeKalb County sought a motion 
from the court for a judgement 
declaring the lease invalid based 
on law. 


Gardner indicated he would ap- 
peal the judgement if it was in 
favor of the county. 


Judge Brown was called in last 
June to hear the case when two 
DeKalb. County Superior Court 
judges disqualified themselves. 
Brown, of the Flint Superior 
Court Circuit, also decided the 
earlier dispute between Sheriff 
Robert K. Broome and DeKalb 
County commissioners, ruling 
that the sheriff was entitled to 
late automobile tag fees collected 
over a two-year period.

Attorneys for Atlanta tractor 
dealer H. Candler Jones argued 
before the Court of. Appeals 
Wednesday that there was noth- 
ing illegal in the act for which 
Jones was sentenced to 20 days 


for contempt of court. 


Jones was found in contempt 
for interfering with the grand 
jury’s investigation of irregulari- 
ties in the State Purchasing De- 
partment. 


But attorneys William Hall and 
Allen Post argued Wednesday 
that Jones’ behavior was not con- 
temptuous. 


Sol. Gen. Paul Webb issued 
Subpoenas for tractor firm rec- 
ords both to Jones and Hugh 
Miller, who was described as 
manager of the firm. 


After Miller gathered the rec- 
ords, Jones took possession of 
them. He did not refuse to pro- 
duce them, attorneys argued, but 
merely held them while trying 
to determine whether the sub- 
poenas were legally issued. 


“This is the only case in Geor- 
gia I know anything about that 
a man is guilty of contempt for 
merely asking the court to give 
him directions what to do,”’ Hall 
declared. 


“We've had some _ awfully 
strange proceedings in Fulton 
County lately,” he added. 


Jones was later convicted and 
sentenced to 1-3 years for pass- 
ing money in a phone booth in 
an attempt to influence actions 
of the grand jury.

Goddard was being held without 
bond on a charge of attempted 
murder. Cauley said the charge 
was brought by a son of Mrs. God- 
dard from a previous Marriage. 


Walker said Goddard has not 
requested bond. 


Mrs. Goddard said a cup of cof- 
fee her husband gave her tasted 
bitter so she poured it into a jar 
when he wasn’t looking, Cauley 
said. Mrs. Goddard was taken to 
Ben Hill County Hospital after 
the State Crime Lab in Atlanta 
reported finding a lethal dose of 
arsenic in the coffee. 


Cauley said that another lab 
report showed definite traces of 
arsenic in specimens of Mrs. God- 
dard’s hair and fingernails.

It all started 
from North’s response of two 
spades. With this evenly balanced 
hand and barely enough to keep 
the bidding open, a one no trump 
response should be § preferred. 
The single raise should be based 
on a hand containing at least 
seven points in support. But 
North, despite his choice, might 
have applied the breaks later by 
monotonously returning to spades 
rather than showing the heart fit. 


West opened the four of dia- 
monds and it was evident the 
success of the contract would 
hinge on the heart finesse. If the 
entire suit were picked up, two 
losing diamonds could be dis- 
carded out of the dummy. Trumps 
were extracted. Since there was 
no clew available either from the 
bidding or the play, declarer 
reached the conclusion that the 
location of the queen was an out 
and out guess with a 50 per cent 
chance of success. South de- 
cided that West held the missing 
honor, but to guard against single- 
ton queen in the East hand he 
first played the ace. When West 
showed out on the second round 
of hearts, declarer was forced to 
surrender. 


South had overlooked one- tiny 
factor which should have in- 
fluenced him to take the finesse 
in the other direction. If the 
hearts were three-two, one finesse 
was just as apt to work as the 
other, but if the queen of hearts 
were in the hand containing four 
of the suit, it would be easier to 
finesse against East. It is true 
that if West held four hearts to 
the queen the suit could be picked 
up, but that would involve a first 
round finesse of the jack and it 
is better tactics to avoid first 
round finesses where possible. 
Playing against East, the king 
could be cashed first and if that 
doesn’t drop the queen, the finesse 
can now be tried and repeated.

Endocrine Glands 


Are Body’s Helper 


Within the past decades many 
new and exciting discoveries have 
been made about the glands of in- 
ternal secretion endocrines. It has 
been shown that they are the in- 
dispensable helpers of the nervous 
system in its work of making us 
work, play and rest. 


They carry out their mission by 
secreting chemicals which are not 
sent out through ducts but are 
diffused and sent around through 
the body in the circulation. They 
then act as the commanding offi- 
cers ordering the nerves to react 
in certain ways. It is easy to see 
how important they are in our 
lives. 


The organs in which these ac- 
tivities originate are found in va- 
rious parts of the body. There is 
the so-called pituitary gland, 
which got this name because its 
function was at first wrongly un- 
derstood. It was thought to be the 
source of phlegm (Latin pituita) 
in the nose. Actually, this gland 
has a much more important func- 
tion. It is a very small structure 
located in the brain. It also has 
two lobes which, as far as we 
now know, perform very import- 
ant but distinct duties for the 
body. 


The front portion, called formal- 
ly the anterior lobe, together with 
other functions has to do with the 
growth of the body. When it is

HIGH CEILING 

In true decorator fashion, he 
has given a sophisticated look 
to an old apartment with high 
ceilings.

Things like the Oriental 
headrest made of china; the 
upside-down table in the break- 
fast room; the rare screen and 
scrolls from Japan; the medal- 
lion from Arabia; the carved 
Georgian wall bracket placed at 
ceiling height and a basket of 
aqua and white bulbs. Not flow- 
ers, but old bulbs from a flash 
camera.

SAWDUST AND TEARS 


For him, the sawdust has 
been sprinkled with almost as 
many tears as laughs, as he 
watched his world change over 
the years. His bright blue eyes 
were brimming with tears as 
he recalled earlier days with 
the circus. 


“The band used to play 
‘Home Sweet Home’ at the final 
performance of the season,” he 
recalled. “But so many had no 
home to go to, and it was al- 
ways sad. Soon it became an 
unwritten law that the song 
would not be played.’’ 


The circus world was a sellf- 
sufficient one, a community all 
its own, governed by strict rules 
and regulations, with immedi- 
ate dismissal or a fine the 
penalty for breaking them. 


“A bachelor could never be 
seen alone with a single girl,”’ 
the master clown said. “Not 
that we didn’t find a way to 
meet, pass notes and the like,” 
he added with a grin. 


NOT TO MARRY 


Performers were not allowed 
to marry during a season, as 
insurance against breaking up 
an act. 


“But at the end of the sea- 
son,’’ Mr. Shipley said, ‘‘there 
would be several weddings. One 
year, I was best man at seven.”’ 


His own wife was part of the 
circus family, an aerialist. They 
met when their acts were in 
the same show; she was 16, he 
was 21. After working together 
that one season in 1915, they 
didn’t see each other again un- 
til seven years later. And they 


‘didn’t appear with the same 


show again until 1931. They 
were married the following 
year — just before the season 
opened. 


Mrs. Shipley retired several 


| years ago, and now makes all 


her husband’s costumes. While

Being a clown has always had 
one advantage: ‘“‘When you're 
in clown makeup,”” Mr. Shipley 
said, ““You’re everyone’s friend.

In a business suit, they 
would all still be strangers.”’ 


Mr. Shipley’s skin is surpris- 
ingly free of wrinkles. He at- 
tributes his youthful complex- 
ion to the daily massage nec- 
essary to remove the heavy 
grease paint of his profession. 

Since makeup is an impor- 
tant part of his life, Mr. Shipley 
is especially conscious of the 
use — or misuse — women 
make of cosmetics. 


“A lot of women need to learn 
how to properly use make-up,” 
he declared. ‘““Too many of them 
put on a face that’s as funny 
as mine.”’

Landis wrote Engel a stern letter. He informed that a repeti- 
tion of the shenanigans would result in stringent action against 
Engel and the Lookouts.

Mann called Engel and said, “I’ve just heard of Landis’ 
findings in the matter of those players through the wire serv- 
ice,”” Mann said.

Georgia Business ¢ 
Paychecks Sprout 
To Record Height 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Georgia’s manufacturing employment is still shy 
of the record levels it reached in 1955 and 1956, but 
the total pay of production workers recently topped 
sree $18 million-a-week mark for the first time in 

istory. 


These significant trends were overshadowed in the State Labor 
department’s most recent report by the extremely welcome news 
that Georgia set a new non-farm employment record of 989,900 
in May. 


At the same time, the weekly pay of a less- 
than-record number of production workers rose to 
a record $18,082,256. 


That represented an average of $64.88 a week 
in gross earnings for the 278,700 production work- 
ers employed during the month—ranging from a 
low of $47.48 in the lumber and wood products 
field to a high of $101.49 in printing, publishing 
and allied industries. 


The $64.88-a-week average has been at the 
same record level for three months. 


But total manufacturing employment rose 
steadily over the first five months to 327,700 in 
May, the highest so far this year but only a second-best for the 
month. 


(Only about 85 per cent of manufacturing employes are pro- 
duction workers. The remainder—49,000 in May—are supervisory, 
sales, clerical and other office personnel. ) 


How do the May, 1959, figures compare with the past? 


They show a tremendous comeback from the same 1958 month 
when, at the peak of the recession, manufacturing employment had 
dropped to 301,600, including 258,600 production workers whose 
average weekly pay of $56.55 totaled $14,396,655. 


This year’s weekly pay total of $18 million-plus ran well ahead 
of the $15,788,984 a week shown in May, 1956, when a greater 
number of production workers (282,400) averaged considerably less 
in weekly earnings—$55.91. 


That's when the May record of 332,100 in total manufacturing 
employment was established, a record that still stands three years 
later. 


Another record of more concern to Georgia business leaders is 
the one set in manufacturing employment in October, 1955. That 
month’s high of 341,700 remains unchallenged despite apparently 
well-founded claims that new and expanding industries have pro- 
vided -some 10,000 new manufacturing jobs a year in Georgia ever 
since. 


Obviously, less attention has been focused on plants that have 
closed and others which have become more automated so as to 
produce more goods with fewer workers. 


But even in October, 1955, the state’s 290,600 production work- 
ers’ total earnings reached only $16,084,710 a week. 
That’s nearly $2 million a week less than some 12,000 fewer 
production workers earned this past May—the difference being 
accounted for by the fact that in the meantime average weekly 
pay has jumped $9.53, or more than 17 per cent. 


Late Recession Shown in Black and White 


A reminder that the late, unlamented recession was gathering 
speed in 1957 comes in a release from the Atlanta field office of 
the U.S. Commerce department. 


It points out that the value of goods manufactured in Metro- 
politan Atlanta during 1957 dipped 2.7 per cent, or $19.5 million, 
below the 1956 level of $727,293,000. 

And though manufacturing employment dropped by 1.8 per cent 
in the same period, wages and salaries paid manufacturing em- 
ployes showed a slight rise of $4.9 million. 

Also, despite that Atlanta’s value added by manufactures was 
28.2 per cent higher in 1957 than it was at the time of the 1954
